he eſpie the ſubtile waies , of this Ro- 
miſh Foxe, or finde out his ſecrete 
denner.

Init the wauerinze and deubtſal

iectes in a whole jeare. Havpie therefore 
i this Realme of Eugland, that bath 4 
princeſſe ſo zealows for the mainte- 
nance of God true religion: ;,ſo carefull, 
for the peace of her people; ſo merciful, 
to all offendours; ſo boantifull to all well 
deſeruing ſabieclbsʒ moſt noble Dweene 
Elizabeth. And happie yea ihryſe hap- 
py are theſe North-Parts which in theſe

Further, as 
there is no power but of God, fo is 
there neither any temporall not eccleſi- 
aſticall, neitherimperiall nor regall, 
but only of the Pope; in whoſe thighes 
Chciſt hath writtey, the King of Kings, 


tie Lord of Lordes; of whoſe power to 


diſpute ; it is euen as ſacriledge; to whom 
no man may ſay, why doeſt thouſo? Let 
me haue the lye if theſe things be not 
found written, euen by thoſe that ſeeme 
wiſe in their owne conceites, Thus

18 me O Pope, is not thy Romiſhe 
I Purgatorie ſo ſorted and ſenſeleſſe a 
thinge, as it can neither be proued by the 
ſcriptures. nor yet. by the ancient wri- 

ters? haue not thyne one renowmed 
„children, Sylaeſter Prieras, who was ſome 
time 2 of thy ſacred. pallace, and 
for tus profounde knowledge ſurnamed 
Lbſolutus Theologus, as alſo thy glorious 

ſo ſuppoled Martyr John Fiſher our late 
Byſhoppe of Rocheſter, yttered ſo much 

in printed bookes tothe viewe of the 
worlce? Iwote it is ſo, and that all the 

worlde may knowe the vanitie and ab- 
homination of late Romiſh religion, 1 

willſct dowhe their expreſſe wordes. 
Ihus therefore writeth Sylacſter; Indal- 
geentia nobis per ſcriptura mime innotuit, 
Syluefer icet inducatur illud apeſtoliy( i quid donaui 
detndnige vb, ſed nec per ditta antiqnorum docto-

ram ſed modernorum, the Popes pardons 
|  werenot knownerto es by the holy ſcrip- 
tures, although ſome doe alledge S. Paul 4 
for that purpoſe; nether knowne by the 
auncient father; but onely by the late 
writers, Loe pardons, i conſequent- 
ly purgatory being the ground thereof, 


cannot be proued out of the ſcriptures, 
My Lord of Rocheſter hath theſe ex- — _ 
| preſſe wordes; ſed & græcisad hunc vſque Luther arti 
dit, non oft creditum purgatorium eſſe, Le- 18. preſe 
gat qui velit gracorum veterum commen- , 
tarios, et nullum quantum opinor, aut quam 
rariſimum de purgatorio ſermonem inuo- 
niet. Sed neque Latini ſimul omnes, at ſen- 
ſim huius rei veritatem cbreperunt ec pau- 
lo peſt; non abſque maxima ſaucti ſpiritus 
diſpenſatione fac tum eſt, quod poſt tot anno- 
rum curricula purgator fines, & indulgen- 
tiarit vſis ab Orthodexis/it recept us: quam- 
diu nulla fuerat de purgatoris cura, nemo 
uc ſiuit indulgentias, nam ex illo pendet 
om nis indulgentiarum exiſtimatio'.

tbe vanity ghoſt, that aſtet ſo many yeares Catho-

licks both beleeued purgatory, and recei- 


Romiſh ued the vſe of pardons generally; ſo long 


paydens, as there was no care of purgatorie, no 
man 
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wan ſought for pardons, For of it de- 
pendeth all the eftimation, that we haue 
of pardons , If thou take awaic purgato- 
ry,cowhat end ſhal we need pardons. For 
it there be no purgatory, we ſhall need no 
pardons, Conſideting therfore how long 
urgatory was vnknowngthe that it was 
5 of ſome by lictle and little, part- 
ly by reuelations, and partly by the ſcrip- 
tures, and ſo at the laſt beleeued gene- 
rally of the whole Church, we doe ea- 
fily vnderſtande the cauſe of pardons, 
ſynce therefore purgatory was ſo lately 
knowne, and receiued of the whole 
Church ; whocan now admire pardons, 
that there was no vſe of them in che Pri. 
mitive Church. Pardons therefore be- 
gan afterthe people ſtoode in ſome feare 
of purgatorie. Thus O Pope, writerh 
thine owne deate Byſhoppe , whoſe 
teſtimonie muſt — be oſ great cre- 
dre with thee, Whole wordes notwith- 
fanding , if they be well marked with 
the duc circumſtances thereof, are able 
of themſeluts without more adoe, to per- 
ſwad any man liuing, to deteſt all popiſh 
religion. Foc firſt we learne here, that the 
34 Greekes 
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greekes neuer belecued purgatory, no 
not to the daies of this Byſhoppe, who 
liued within theſe — yeares laſt 
E paſt, Secondly, that the church of Rome 
{now the mother of all ſuperſtition, )did 
not belecuethe ſaid purgatory, for many 
hundreds ofyearcs after S. Peters death, 
whoſe ſucceſlour for all that, thou O 
3 Pope, boaſts thy ſelfe to be. Thirdly, that 
this purgatory, which is now the joun- 
dation of papiſtty , crept by little and 
, little, not all at once, into the Latine 
Church. Fourthly , that purgatorie 
was found out by reuelation from hea- 
5 uen, (or if you had rather ſo thinke, from 
the deuell of Hell,, ) Fiſtly, that pardons 
came not vp, vntill purgatory was found 
out; the reaſon hereof ſaith our popiſn 
By ſhopp, is thisʒbecauſe forſooth, ifthere 
be no purgatory, all popiſh pardons are 
6 needleſſe. Sixtly, that pardons were not 
heard of, nor knowne to the Primatiuec 
7 Church. Seuently, that pardons then 
began , when men began tofeare the 
paines of purgatorie : but of this matter 
I kauewricten more at large, in my booke

S. Gregory 
ſurnamed the great, that holy and lear- 
ned Byſhoppe of Rome, ſtoutly with. | 
ſtoode Iohn the Byſhoppe of Canſtanti- Gregor lib, 
nople; tearming him Antichriſt, and the cap.ape,s 
name Antichriſtian . And becauſe his 194. : 
owne aſſertion plainlyrecited, is moſt

ate theſeʒego antem fidenter dice, quia quiſ
